To Wake War on Behalf of Public 
Morality. 


A campaign, backed by the 
weight of every religious denomina- 
tion, ito be waged in London, Eng., 
on behalf of public morality. 

There were assembled recently sf 
on the platform of the Queen’s Hall, 
united in support of the crusade, the 
Bishops of London and Southwark, 
representing the Established Church; 
Rev. Scott Lidgett, representing Non- 
conformity; Mr. Percy Harris, the 
chairman of the London County Coun- 
cil, who presided and represented the 
governing body of London; and ‘the 
mayors of nine London boroughs. The 
Archbishop of Westminster, voicing 
the forces of Roman Catholicism, sent 
a most sympathetically worded mes- 
sage; so, too, did the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and the Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Adler. 

Organizing this important movement 
is the London Council,for the Promo- 
tion of Public Morality, which was so 
active recently in its protest against 
“living statuary” in the music-halls, 
and which had in that work—as it 
has in its present undertaking—the 
earnest support of the Bishop of 
London. 

“Religious London intends to speak 
with one voice,” declared the Bishop 
of London in an eloquent speech, ‘‘and 
thus speaking, will, I believe, be om- 
nipotent.”” The bishop then outlined 
the five objects of the approaching 
campaign. They are as follows: 

1. The strong discouragement of all 
degrading spectacles and exhibitions. 

2. The: removal from all shop win- 
dows of undisguised incentives to vice. 

3. The suppression of those cheap 
illustrated papers which contain pic- 
tures of a directly suggestive charac- 


r. 

4. The abolition of questionable 
houses, ; 

5. The elevation of public opinion 
until what, is condemned in woman’ is 
no longer condoned in man. 

“By such drastic reforms as these.” 
said the bishop, “and by them only, 
can we hope to make London a’ de- 
cent city; and if the law fails to help 
us, the bishop of Southwark and my- 
self feel confident that we should 
carry with us the great weight of pub- 
lic opinion were we to bring a suitable 
bill before the House of Lords. Cer- 
tainly we should, in such a project, 
obtain the courageous support-of the 
Labor members of the House of Com- 
mons.”

Bank Deposit Left For 80 Years. 

In one case the payment of a sum 
deposited in a trustee savings bank 
in 1826 was not claimed by the per- 
son in which name it was deposited 
until February of last year. By that 
time it had accumulated to ten times 
the amount of the original sum, solely 
by the addition of compound jnterest. 

The Inspection Committee of Trus- 
tee Savings Banks in their annual re- 
port recently issued point out that 
such deposits are almost at the mercy 
of any fraudulently disposed officer 
with knowledge of the facts, especial- 
ly if he has possession of the genuine 
pass-book, and they had long advo- 
cated the adoption of a rule requiring 
such accounts to be earmarked by 
transfer to a separate ledger after 
seven or ten years, during which no 
transactions have taken place... . , 

Last November there were 222 banks 
open. The number of depositors in 
the general departments was 1,779,000, 
and in special investment departments 
66,450. In both departments the 
amount’ of deposits was in cash £59,- 
114,300, and in stock £2,583,600. In- 
vested funds represented £59,714,500, 
cash in hand £629,000, and other as- 
sets £696,985.

WHERE WOMEN WORK. 


Hardest Labor Done by Females In 
Many Parts of the World. 
. It is hard to' go to any part of the 
world these days without finding wo- 
men employed in many lines of work. 
Even in civilized lands their occupa- 
tions inelude cleaning streets, work+ 
ing in the mines, and running along- 
side of dogs pulling small carts. 
wiring as these tasks are, it is 
nothing to what women endure among 
uncivilized. people. ,There they are 
held as property, forced to do all the 
work while their husbands and mas- 
ters devote themselves to making 
elaborate toilets and passing much of 
the time in pléasant idleness. 

Among the lowest tribes in Austra- 
lia women are only the domestic 
slaves of their husbands, and do all 
of the hard labor. They catch the 
turtles, crabfish, and shellfish 
from the sea. The women work the 
soil for yams and tomatoes, and gath- 
er the cocoanuts and bread fruits..The 


men spend most of their time making: 


an intoxicating drink: When not 
drinking they “are having their hair 
dressed. If they find their wives neg- 
lecting their work they flog them se- 
verely, 

Among the Maori of New Zealand 
woman’s life is no easier. She builds 
the hut, works in the field, makes the 
clothes, cooks the food, and looks af- 
ter the children. In war most of the 
men are full of fire and spirit, but in 
times of peace they lounge and sleep. 

The Hottentots think themselves 
exceedingly clever. They put their wo- 
men to work and they take life,easy. 
The favorite way of punishing tves 
is to add to their labors. If a white 
complains of\tiis the men say, “When 
we give our women plenty of work we 
are sure to keep them out of mis- 
chief.””

In Java the women alone attend 
the markets and condvet all the busi- 
ness of buying and selling. 


Tears Relieve the Brain. 


“Tears, idle tears, I know not what 
they mean”—but Dr. Waynbaum does. 
Blessed are those who weep, accord- 
ing to this German luminary, ‘‘for 
ye? 
Tears act like a natural bleeding pro- 
cess which is the more effective since 
it takes place in a territory directly 
affecting the circulation in its most 
delicate part. The lacrymal gland is 
fed by the lacrymal artery, a volum- 
inous branch of another artery which 
itself belongs to yet another. When 


we weep. all the tears are furnished 


directly by the blood of the lacrimal 
artery, that is to say, by the blood of 
the innermost artery. Thus an ab- 
straction of water and of alluminoid 
and chemical substances, at the im- 
mediate expense of the brain blood, 
takes place in the act of shedding 
tears. This loss of serum produces the 
effect of a slight local loss of blood, 
dulling the centres to pain for some 


jinstants and bringing relief to the 


weeper. This is the way tears come 
to the aid of the suffering soul. This 
theory applies also to tears, of joy. 
In joy there is chiefly increase of 
innervation and circulation, At a 
given moment tears give needed relief 
to the cerebral circulation of one who 
has laughed too much and whose brain 
thereby is congested. Every vivid emo- 
tion expresses itself outwardly in the 
physiognomy ‘or attitude. William 
James says that objects of anger, fear, 
love, not only impel a man to out- 
ward acts but provoke characteristic 
alterations of posture and” face. affect- 
ing in various specific ways the res- 
piration, circulation, and other or- 
ganic -functions. Wher the external 
acts are suppressed the internal ex- 
pressions remain. We read anger in 
the face even if a blow has not been 
struck. We find fear in the voice or 
blanched cheek even when other signs 
have been controlled.

POINTED SKUL’ 


Admired by Some Tribes, 
cure Them by Head Binding. 


The egg-shaped heads of some of 
the natives of Malekula, in the Heb- 
rides, were once thought to be nat- 
urally conical, For that réason sci- 
entific men decided that the Male- 
kulans were in the lowest rung of 
the human ladder. 

Later it was found that the conical 
heads were produced as the Chinese 
women distorted their feet—by_ bind- 
ing them in infaney. The egg-shaped 
head is still fashiogible in Malekula, 
where some extraordinaty results are 
achieved. 

“A conical head,” says a writer in 
The National Geographic Magazine, 
“retreats from the forehead in such 
a manner that one is amazed to know 
the owner of this remarkable profile 
preserves his or her proper senses, 
such as they are. I could not hear, 
however, that the custom was sup- 
posed to affect the intellect in any 
way. 

“The conical shape is produced by 
winding strong sinnet cord spirally 
out the heads of young babies and 
tightening the coils from time to time. 
A piece of plaited mat is first put on 
the héad and the cord is coiled over 
this, so as to give it a good purchase. 
The crown of the head is,left to de- 
velop in the upward and backward 
fashion that is so much admired.

ANTS AND COLORS. 


Industrious Insects Seem to Be Able 
to See Ultra-Violet Rays. 
Some recent experiments to gsoef 


tain whether ants were capable“of dis- |. 


tinguishing colors broug curious 
facts to light. The Gepfian investiga- 
tor availed ghimselff of the dislike 
which ants Avi their nests, have 
of light op’ facility of observation 
he kep#the Ants in nests consisting of 
two Plates of glass about ten inches 
squAre, and just so far apart as to 
leafe the ants room to move about 
wifhout touching the upper plates, 
an filled in with common : garden 
eart 

He then procured some slips of glass 
of different golors and placed them 
over the nest, Bo=thet—+ nirts ; 
go under red, green, yellow and vio- 
let. He transposed the glasses from 
time to time. When the nts were 
affected by the color in question, they 
would burrow away from it. The facts 
were acquired ‘by counting the ants 
under each color. They avoided .the 
violet in the most marked manner. 
For instance, in one series of 12 ob- 
servations there were 800 ants under 
the red glass, and only ‘five under the 
violet, though to our eyes the violet 
looked darker than the red. Evidently 
the colors affected them differently. 

Further experiments demonstrated 
that they were able to see ultra-violet 
rays, which are invisible to the human 
eye, and sought shelter from them as 
from the violet rays. The experi- 
menter concludes that these consider- 
ations raise the reflection how differ- 
ent the world may appear to other 
animals from what it does to us.

THE RULE OF THE REVOLVER. 


Life In the Wild Days When Gun Plays 
Ocoasioned Little Comment, Yet 
When There Was Always Safety In- 
“Leaving It to the Crowd.” 


The bold, reckless life of the frontier 
of the middle years of the nineteenth 
century and later has /been often re- 
called by the stories of desperadoes 
and bad men, but in the birth and 
growth of the frontier cities is a unique 
phase of American civic genius which. 
has. been little dwelt upon. 

Most of the cities of the far west 
have hovered close about the gather- 
ings of hardy miners as they came or 
went on a feverish search for gold. In 
forty-nine 80.000 men from all parts 
of the-—-world- reached the El Dorado 
of California. Some traveled 2,000 
miles overland; others went far around: 
by. Panama or ‘Cape Horn. In fifty- 
nine 100,000 gold seekers stampeded! 
wildly across the sunburnt plafis oO 


smaller proportions, were all the 
grimages that are more or less respo 
sible for the cities of the west, th 
firtine.of a streak of magic yello 
- edking out and 
mens and then th 
Get-Rich-Quick, 
Spirits were: 
drawn by ‘the yellow loadstone, intent 
on nothing but the accumulation of 
wealth. Then necessity produced some 
weird assembIhges of tents, shanties. 
and log cabins, many of which grew 
into cities; Often full grown towns 
sprang up in a few months. Far from: 
any state or territorial government and 
composed of a conglomerated herd of 
excited men, none of whom had time 
for civic affairs, these embryo cities ex- 

. nf grew under conditions that 
were uniqhe and extremely wild. 

Our forefathers landed on the east- 
ern coast full of religious zeal and @. 
desire for freedom of thought and life. 
Their leaders and law came with them. 
-They prayed and lived communistical- 
ly as long as they could, then in- 
creased, expanded and developed into 
a nation. But the gold discoveries of 
California, Nevada, Colorado and Mon- 
tana brought thousands of independ- 
ent men to the wilderness, who were: 
full of thé hunger for gold, not_bentés; 
who had no leaders, no lgws“to which 
they could appeal|_aad nothing to bind 


thenl Togettre Then the leaders came 
the crowd, and the law grew as 
it was needed. It was only after a 


time that any of these men came to- 
consider remaining permanently in the 
country, and it was these venturesome- 
builders who developed the newer part 
of our nation, ; : 

From the nature of things, with so. 
much at stake among such hard living: 
men, there were plenty of fights and 
disputes. There being no authority to 
which to appeal, differences were set- 
tled between man and man. A six 
shooter was the greatést help'a man 
could get toward a physical superior- 
ity over other men, and so everybody 
carried a “gun” and knew how to use 
it. .The trigger finger grew nimble- 
with practice, and there developed a 
condition where frequent killings and 
shootings occasioned little comment or 
criticism, where men were almost in- 
different to the spilling of blood and 
looked death square in the face with. 
a nonchalance that is hardly conceiv- 
able now. Shooting affrays were the 
froth of a very strong brew of the bor- 
der life, and they put a settlement to- 
questions quickly and definitely. If 
when the smoke cleared away some 
good man lay biting the dust, bis light 
had gone out according to the code of 
the time, fierce and barbarous as codes 
must be when man first struggles with: 
nature, 

And yet there was always safety in, 
“leaving it to the crowd.” ‘The gener- 
al sentiment of the community was 
very partial to fairness and honesty 
during the early days of most border 
towns. There were no locks or keys, 
almost any man’s credit was good to: 
any amount, and stores and provisions 
could lay untouched for months in 
wholly unguarded places, It was the 
natural, frank honesty of the virgin 
west and a veritable paradise for 
thieves and criminals. 

And they came, hordes of murdering, 
plundering adventurers who knew no. 
code of morals or chivalry, and resorted 
to anything to accomplish .their ends. 
They found plunder rich, crime easy 
and escape still easier and, drifting all. 
over the country, levied tribute from. 
each new camp as it sprang into being. 
Often these men were in such a ma- 
jority that a.man who believed in hon, 
esty and justice was a man indeed if 
he had the courage to back his ideals. 
Put there were such men, men as God: 
meant men to be, full of the sense of 
right and the fitness of things and un- 
afraid.

COSTLY MATTRESSES. 


The Kind That Are Used on the Big 
Plate Glass Wagons. 

Probably about as costly a sort of 

mattress as aliy is one that is made 


Kidney-Liver | hot to sleep on at all, but to spread 


un the long, broad table or platform of 
the wagons built for carrying plate 
glass, 

These mattresses, which are made of 
curled hair, are very thin, scarcely 
thicKer than a comfortable, and must 
be made with the greatest care to in- 
sure perfect uniformity of thiekness. 
A lump anywhere would be likely to 
break the plate: of ‘glass resting upon 
it, and there would be still greater 
danger if the weight of two plates of 
glass was rested on the lump at once. 

A mattress fof a plate glass wagon 
costs, according to size, from $60 to 

75. In use the corners of smaller 
plates carried.on it cut into the tick- 
ing covering, and sooner or later it has 
to be made over. Simply to make over 
such a mattress costs from-$20 to, $25. 

On the table topped and’ mattress 
covered glass wagons the biggest 
plates are carried with confidence and 
safety. The table is built to remain 
absolutely rigid, and the thin but unl- 
form mattress protects the plate from 
jar. 

Before plate glass store fronts had 
come into common use, when the han- 
dling of a big plate was counted as a 
good deal more of a job than it is now, 
they used to carry a great sine of 
glass in a sort of frame, which was 
put on the wagon with the glass in it. 
At its destination this frame or sup- 
port was worked carefully across the 
sidewalk to the store front, where the 
glass was dislodgp@""_ av it to be set, 
and altogether the setting of a great 
plate of glass was then quite an un- 
dertaking. 

Now, with the setting of such plates 

af common daily occurrence and with 
men skilled in the handling of them, 
they simply carry a big plate out and 
lay it om their mattress covered table 
topped wagon and carry it to where 
it is to go and there slide it off, to rest 
it for a moment on blocks on the side- 
walk, and then they pick it up and 
carry it to the window front. 
. Then they run under the lower edge 
of the glass lifting straps, by which 
men standing inside the window as 
well as, men standing outside can lift 
on it when the glass is put into place 
in the window frame. There again it 
is raised on blocks until the straps can 
be withdrawn, and then the blocks are 
taken out and the glass secured in 
place, all this being done with great 
care, but still with comparative ease 
and quickness and with certainty, and 
in these times great panes of glass 
are thus moved and set on all but the 
windiest days. °

Londbri Times Candidly Reminds Ja-

ondon,.—Japan i§ candidly remind- 
by the Times that England ‘sup- 
‘ts America in demanding a strict 
servance of the open door in Man- 
churia. Some days ‘ago the - Pekin 
correspondent of the Times telegraph- 
ed that “China’s sovereignty in Man- 
churia is being ground small between 
millstones of’ Rusian ascendancy: in 
the north and Japanese ascéndancy in 
the south.’”” Henee the MThunderer 
welcomes Consul Fisher’s action 
against the Russian pretensions in 
Harbin, both on its own account, and 
beeause “it is a quiet reminder to Ja- 
pan that America in common with 
other powers expects both the signa- 
tories to the treaty of Portsmouth to 
respect Chinese rights.”’ The Times 
goes on to say that the situation in 
Manchuria teems with difficulties re- 
quiring most careful watching. ‘‘Har- 
bin,” it declares, “is the most extra- 
ordinary city in Asia. Eleven years 
0 its site was a desolate plain. Now 
ontains more Europeans than any 
er city on the Asiatic cont nent. It 
ands’ on the banks of the, magnifi- 
cent waterway in the centre of a vast 
tract destined to be one.of the great 
corn producing areas of the world. 
Further difficulties are certain to ap- 
pear and it behoves everybody con- 
cerned to behave with reason and 
fairness, and particularly with secru- 
pulous regard to existing agree- 
ments.” 


Extermination of Poles in Germany 

London.—By a majority of only 26 
the German reichstag adopted the as- 
sociation law, which has been the 
chief topic of domestic politics in 
Germany for the past six weeks. The 
sole purpose of the bill is to oppress 
still further the unhappy’Poles. The 
bill practically deprives’ the whole 
population of the eastern secti of 
the right of public meeting, and, *con- 
sequently, of the effective discussion 
of matters of public interest. 

As drafted, the bill is applicable to 
the French people of Lorraine and 
the Danes of North Sebleswig. But 
the government cynically avowed in 
the reichstag that it did not intend to 
apply it to them. This marks the 
third stage of the process of exter- 
mination of what Von Buelow once 
termed the ‘‘Polish rabbits,” the other 
two being the expropriation and edu- 
cation laws. 


Big Plant for Canada. 

Montreal.— ' The Imperial Locomo- 
tive Works company, with a capital 
of $5,000,000, has at last been organ- 
ized in England for the purpose cf 
erecting.a large plant in Canada for 
the manufacture of locomotives. The 
works, according to present arrange- 
ments, will be located at or near La- 
chine, and it is expected that work 
on the construction of the plant, 
which will be one of the largest in 
the Dominion will be commenced this 
spring. It is intended that at least, 
1,200 skilled mechanics and laborers 
will be given employment as soon ‘as 
the works are ready, and that this 
number will.be added to as the devel- 
opment of the business warrants. 


Pope Turns Down Plan 

Rome.—It has been learned from an 
unimpeachable source that Chancellor 
Buelow recently asked the pope to 
hasten the appointment of a German 
prelate to the archbishopric of Posen 
as this was the only means by which 
the Poles in the fatherland could be 
Germanized. To this the pope replied 
he did not meddle in politics, that in 
making appointment he would™~ be 
guided solely by the spiritual welfare 
of the Poles,’ hence he regretted he 
was unable to co-operate in the Ger- 
manization plan.
